As the. race continued the 
great lead he had built up was being 
whittled away by Smith on his Victor. 
Smith passed the Triumph with only one 
lap to go making it BSA’s race. 

When the times were compared it was 
discovered that, on the fast 3.8-mile 
course, the trail bikes and the 250’s 
were lapping at almost exactly the same 
times, and both were turning faster laps 
than the 500’s. All classes managed to 
finish nine laps in the hour-long races,

To say the Europeans dominated sounds like a broken record, but it was only too 
true once again, For the fourth and final time this year, top Southern California 
riders found themselves in the back seat. 

Spectators packed the Dehesa moto-cross track for the first moto-cross starring 
the CZ and Husky teams in the San Diego area. The track incorporated most of the 
Dehesa TT track plus the neighboring hills and one super-long sandwash, The track 
was not-as good as Castaic or Forst Ranch, and in many ways it seemed like a long 
TT, as did Hopetown. Although there were better courses in the area, they offered no 
means of crowd control, 


Bickers, Hallman Scratched 

Two of the top European riders were scratched from the program, Dave Bickers 
had already departed for England, and Torsten Hallman sustained a foot injury on 
Saturday trying to avoid a fallen rider. He attended Sunday's race as a spectator on 
crutches, Lars Larsson of Sweden rode in Hallman's place to round out the Husky 
team. The CZ factory machines were on their way back to Europe, but Robert and 
DeCoster were none the worse for having to ride machines which were supplied 
locally. 3 

All motos. were run on a time basis instead of laps. The sportsman classes rode 
15 minute motos, and the professional classes rode 20 minute motos, There were 14 
motos in all, and the Hi Boots M/C ran everything so smoothly that all was over 
by 3:30 p.m. 

The 100cc moto-cross riders were the first to pit their skills. It was a battle of 
Hodakas for the first three places, Gary Bailey found this class his stiffest competi- 
tion of the day. He managed one win, but J, McGuire won the other and the overall 
win along with it. J, Major was the other thorn in Bailey's side, and he finished third. 


Bailey Wails 
At the start of the first 500cc moto, it appeared that Greeves-mounted Bailey 
would again have some tough competition. Mark Gooding on a Maico leaped into the 


lead and was really turning on, Bailey had to work his way up through the pack to get 
in second place, and it appeared that Gooding just might keep him there for a while.

Such was not the case, however, because Markblew his engine. Bailey's closest com- 
petitors turned out to be runnerup R, Martin (CZ), and Triumph-mounted A1 Holley, 
who wound up third. Holley made Bailey play catch-up in the final moto, but it was 
short lived, and Gary stretched out a long lead after he pulled ahead, 

Bailey (again on a Greeves) was also the #1 man in the 250cc class. He had little 
trouble taking the win, and G, Ethridge and Jeff Willis finished second and third. 
Eddie Mulder ran in the second moto only (just for fun), but even Eddie could only 
hold Bailey off for two laps. 

The first 250cc professional moto got off toa tragic start. There was an atrocious 
smash-up on the first turn with at leastfive or six bikes going down near the front of 
the pack, It's hard to say exactly whathappened, but one thing is for certain, Preston 
Petty received the worse end of it. He wound up on bottom and was injured, putting 
him out of contention for the day.

Enquist had the lead when the pile-up occurred, but Robert took it on the restart 
and led until he had problems; then DeCoster took the win with Johnsson in for second, 

Ake Johnsson was really honking on in the final 250cc moto, For the first few 
laps, he showed Robert the way, but Joel finally squeezed by, pushing Ake back to 
second. In the end, the win went to Robert with Johnsson second and DeCoster third, 

Robert grabbed the lead in the first 500cc moto with teammate DeCoster in second 
followed by Enquist and Johnsson. Johnsson overtook Enquist for third, and then he 
set his sights for DeCoster. Finally he nabbed the #2 spot forcing DeCoster back to 
third. 

Enquist took the lead from the flag in the second moto, but he was unable to hold 
off Robert. Johnsson moved up to take over second, but then dropped way behind 
leaving Enquist in second and DeCoster in third. DeCoster didn’t stay third long, as 
he soon zipped by Enquist to finish second behind Robert. 

Now that it’s all over, everyone must go home and lick his wounds and plan and 
scheme so that next year we can give the visitors a run for their money. It’s been 
great watching the Europeans ride, but wouldn’t it put your heart in your throat to 
see a red-blooded American lad cop a win next year?

Sinners and Spokebenders 
Stage Dual Desert Duel

Three riders took double wins in last Sunday’s dual desert event 
held at Hi Vista, north of Lancaster, Calif. Young Howard Beach, on 
a Triumph, just back from a two-month layoff with a broken shoulder, 
zapped the Experts on both courses in the combined Expert and Ama- 
teur Open and 500cc event on December 10. Bill Friant, (Greeves) did 
the same job in the combined 250 Expert and Amateur event. Dave 
Ekins, Zundapp-mounted, also turned the trick in the combined Expert 


and Amateur 100cc event. 


The two courses were set up 200 yards 
apart on opposite sides of the fire road, 
At 8 a.m, we went over to the Sinners' 
course to see the first race on their 
Schedule: the 100cc Novice. There were 
106 eager riders on the line ready to 
take on the rough, rocky, two-mile 
course, On the first lap, a lot of riders 
got lost due to a shortage of lime, and 
there was so much lapping going on dur- 
ing the race because of the short course, 
that we were barely able to keep track 


of the winner, Bill Gomen, #325 on a 
Bultaco Lobito. Second place was #199 
Jeff Wright on a Hodaka, 

The combined Expert and Amateur 
100cc class left the line after one false 
start. Dave Ekins, #999, had to work his 
way up from back in the pack, but once 
he got the lead he really turned the 
Zundapp on to build up a big margin. 

The next race was the combined Open 
and 500cc Expert, After three tries, the 
banner finally dropped for a good start,

and at the road crossing they were 
really moving, with John Gaetz, #12 ona 
Triumph, and Howard Beach, #33 also on 
a Triumph, hitting the big jump at the 
same time, full on in fourth gear. If you 
didn't see it, you wouldn't believe it, as 
both of these guys were four feet in the 
air, going 70 miles an hour! Steve Hurd, 
435 on a Matchless, who is trying real 
hard for #1 rider for 1967, came over 
the jump and went through a big bush on 
his front wheel, but held on and rode it 
out. 

Gaetz and Beach diced back and forth 
throughout the entire race, until Gaetz 
hit a road crossing too fast and did a 
spectacular hand-stand on his bars and 
was just barely able to stay on, Beach, 
then, was able to make a clean, fast pass 
and go on to lead it for the last three 
laps. Gaetz came in second, followed by 
Jack Byers, #3 on a Triumph, and James 
Martino, #8 on a BSA single, took fourth 
and first 500cc, The first Amateur in 
was Jeff Foster, #62 on a Triumph, tak- 
ing fifth overall. 

We got a look at Beach’s bike after

The next race we made on this course 
was the last one of the day; The 250 
Amateur-Expert go. Bob Belt, #1x ona 
Greeves, grabbed the lead, with Bill 
Friant, #35x also on a Greeves, pushing 
him real hard for the first two laps. 
Friant was able to pass Belt on the third 
lap in the rough, rocky section and go on 
to build up & good lead and eventually 
take the win. Belt held on to second, 
pushed hard by third man Gary Cole, #3x 
on a Husky. 


Spoke Benders Course 


This was a full three-mile course 
with rocks kept at a minimum, but with 
lots of good, open boondocks and plenty 
of Ascot-type jumps. We were able to 
catch the finish of the 250 combined 
Amateur-Expert race, won by Bill Fri- 
ant, #35x on his fast Greeves., Gary 
Cole, #3x was second on his Husky, and 
Bob Belt, #1x, pulled in third om his 
Greeves, 

There were a long line of 100cc Nov- 
ice boys, over 120 in this class, which 
is one of the fastest-growing in the 
desert, and is the reason why we were 
unable to keep track of the leader, 

In the following race, the combined 
Amateur and Expert, Dave Ekins was 
again the winner. Frank Wheeler really 
looked good on his new Moto Beta, He 
got off to a bad start, but moved up to 
fifth, doing big wheelie-jumps all over 
the course, 

Bob Tondro, #303 on a Triumph, also 
looked real good, winning the combined 
Open and 500cc Novice race, and making 
the turns like a flat-track rider in a 
full-on slide. 

The race everyone was waiting to see 
was the second Open Expert and Amateur 
go of the day, which was flagged off at 
2 p.m. They all got off to a good start 
with a big roar, and lapping the course 
in seven minutes was Howard Beach, 
#33 on his Triumph. We watched him hit 
a series of deep dips which had been dug 
out from all the previous races, and he 
did three lock-to-lock cross-ups from 
side to side, still holding it full on! He 
hit the big sweeping, bumpy turn, and 
made it down the straightaway, never 
letting go of that big handful of throttle 
that he had. Right behind Beach was 
again the hard-riding John Gaetz, #12, 
and next through the check point was 
James Martino, #8 on the BSA single. 
They were followed by Jack Byers, #3 
on his Triumph, 

Beach led the entire race by ahundred 
yards, with Gaetz pushing his Triumph 
hard in an effort to catch him, On the 
last lap, Gaetz was lapping another rider 
and went wide, trying to jump a big pile 
of boulders, but didn’t make it. The bike 
went straight up, and Gaetz landed on the 
rocks. At the finish, it was Beach by two 
hundred yards, Jack Byers in second, 
James Martino in third, and Steve Hurd, 
#35 on the Matchless in fourth. Ron Fry, 
#38 on a 360 Husky, lost out in his duel 
with Hurd and pulled in right behind him 
for fifth spot,

The name could be Jim Rice, “All American Boy,” for this rider looks like the 
ideal type on and off the track.

Combine with this his very smooth style and Jim came up as winner of his heat race, 
the Trophy Dash and the Main Event at San Jose, Cal., on December 1. 

Mike Yarn was wearing all-new leathers but when it came time for the Main they 
just didn’t help in his efforts to overtake Rice and he had to settle for second, Mike 
became one of the victims of confusion that almost caused a near riot, During the 
third Amateur-Expert heat race a rider fell and slid into the guard rail very hard, 
Starter Chuck Guluizze reached for the black flag to be ready to stop the riders if 
necessary. As the flag came out of the rack it appeared to several of the riders that 
it was waved and they pulled up, while Mike Yarn and Bobby Self kept going, The race 
was completed and the riders and the crowd went into an uproar. The officials 
decided to re-run the race, 

Anyone who has ever started a race knows exactly how Chuck felt and the realiz- 
tion that no matter what you did there would be someone unhappy. However, the pro 
that he is, Chuck is one of the best starters in the racing business. When the race 
was re-run Bobby Self took the lead for all but the last lap when Mike got inside and 
went by and was out in front when the checker came down the second time for the 
event. 

The large field of Novice riders is still holding up and are run separately from 
the Amateur/Expert events, Last week's winner Bruce Anderson was playing basket- 
ball, Wheeler Gresham is in the hospital from an operation for a torn ligament 
received at last Sunday's Fresno race, and Chal De Cecco was at his girl friend's 
birthday party, This perhaps made it a little easier for James Foley of Walnut Creek 
to be the third rider to win the Main Event in as many weeks, His victory was not an 
easy one but he did come up withfour wins for the evening. He won the 5th heat race, 
the 1st semi, the Novice Trophy Dash and the Main Event. James has looked pro- 
gressively better each week and will be a serious contender the rest of the season. 

The 0-125cc event has continued to grow from a special exhibition race the first 
night to two heats the second, and this week three heat races were required to pare 
down for a Main Event. The rider classes are mixed but all qualifiers for the Main 
do receive a pay-off, Bill Jamison of San Jose rode a Kanamota-prepared Moto- 
Beta to first in his heat and the main event. The ‘‘hundreds’’ are running almost as 
fast as the 250’s and are providing good racing for the spectators and needed experi- 
ence for the riders.

One of the highlights of the 3rd Annual 
Indio (Calif.)

“ Being a back yard mech, I like to work 
on cycles. The first problems I run into 
was to try and keep them running when 
in water and mud. We have real mud 
when it rains in this country.

HABECK HAULS TO VICTORY 
IN WASHINGTON 100-MILER

It was a beautiful Sunday morning, 
November 19, in the Rattlesnake Hills 
east of Yakima, Washington, as campers, 
pickups and cars formed a steady line 
coming into the site of the Family Fun 
Wheelers M.C. of Yakima's first annual 
100- Mile Cross Country Run. 

The starting place was originally to 
be in the Yakima Firing Center but at 
the last moment the Army brass refused 
use of the grounds, leaving club members 
just one week to acquire land and lay out 
a course — one helluva job to be done in 
such a short time — but through hard 
work and effort of a few club members, 
things were shaping up. 

Changing the site also meant remak- 
ing signs and arrows to direct riders to 
the new location. But since there were 
plenty of markers, everyone seemed to 
come through without too much confusion. 

In fact, by the time of the riders’ 
meeting there were 448 riders signed up 
and ready to go, lined in front of a 200- 
foot hill. As 10:15 a.m. came around the 
flare was fired and a mass of men and 
motorcycles headed for the hill. 


About 20 riders made it over the top 
leaving approximately 428 clambering 
like a swarm of ants trying to get over 
and on their way. Due to a very dry 
season the course quickly became so 
dusty few could follow the markers so 
they followed one another, which result- 
ed in riders being lost all over thehills. 
But the riders smart enough to follow 
the markers and not the other fellows 
came through with flying colors, saying 
they had no trouble at all. It was justa 
matter of watching where one was going. 

The run was comprised of two 50-mile 
loops, uphills, downhills, and one big 
crater that claimed most riders, All in 
all, it was probably the toughest run 
they have seen in a long while, mostly 
because the course became a mess of 
powdered dirt and ruts that could swal- 
low 2 bike. 

If it was too tough on some of the 
fellows they might remember that of the 
first 15 overall finishers, two were 
100cc riders and two girls also finished 
the 50 miles, 15-year-old Judy Walker 
on a Yamaha 100 and 21-year-old Mau- 
reen McCare, first Powder Puffer in on 
a Bultaco Matador. 

Overall winner was Ken Habeck of 
Seattle, Washington riding a 360cc Hus- 
qvarna in the 500cc class. Second 500cc 
went to Matchless-mounted Jack Jagow 
from Portland, Oregon. 

Hodaka rider Gene Hess took 100cc 
honors on a Hodaka, first finisher in the 
200cc division was Tom Hines (Bultaco), 
250cc winner was Bultaco-mounted Jim 
La Plant, and Ron Wilson (Triumph) 
swooped the Open Class troops.

A.C.A. ROAD 
RACE ROMP

“birdcage” frame Yamaha (rechristened Angel), won 100cc class at the ACA road race, 


Warm Santa Ana.winds blew Saturday 
night, and Sunday's road race at River- 
side International Raceway, got underway 
in clear, cool weather. As the heats were 
only three laps to determine grid posi- 
tions, there wasn't much time to get any 
real battles going, except in the com- 
bined 125, 175 and 200cc class heat 
where Buddy Parriott, Dave Allee and 
Dave Damron staged a three-way duel 
that gave spectators an example of 
things to come in the main event. 

The first Main Event was the 50cc— 
100ce with Gary Niway on a Yamaha 
taking the checkered flag for the 100cc 
win, and Colin Jones ona Honda being the 
first Class 1 50cc across the line and 
Daniel Osborne taking home the laurels 
in the Class II 50cc on an Ital-Jet. 

The 125cc-175cc-200cc bash proved to 
be everything expected, with Parriott, 
Allee and Damron showing riding ability 
that makes them winners on every road 
circuit in California. Although this was 
one of the most hotly contested events, 
the three leaders were all in different 
classes, When the checkered flag came 
down, it was Parriott taking first on the 
road and first in the 125cc class, while 
Allee got first in 175cc and Damronfirst 
in 200cc. 


The lightweight Production followed 
the class schedule with the three 200cc 
entries crossing the line first and Dam- 
ron adding another first to his trophy 
shelf, The only 175cc entry, Kenneth 
Russell, on a Honda, finished fourth for 
the 175cc win, with “Trace” Tracy cap- 
turing the 125cc honors. Steve McDer- 
mott's Yamaha carried him to the winin 
the 100cc class, while Mondials domin- 
ated the first four positions in the 50cc 
class, with Tom Cangemi being top dog. 

The growing list of entries in the 
350cc class allowed them the running of 
a separate Main instead of being grouped 
with another class. Ralph White, who had 
made an impressive showing in the 
heat race was knocked out early with 
mechanical trouble and left the field 
open for another first place win for 
Dave Damron and Team Ocelot, 

The 500cc Open main event saw Buddy 
Parriott on a 500cc Norton take over the 
lead, but finally having to relinquish it 
to Englishman Rod Gould’s 650cc BSA in 
the back straightaway where the cubic 
inches really count. This is one of the 
few BSA’s in roadracing competitionand 
from its performance Sunday, ithas been

mechanics at Norm Reeves Honda. The 
competition between Buddy and Rod was 
so terrific that Buddy's engine blew in 
the back chute on the last lap and he 
coasted through turn nine and into the 
pits. As he pulled into the pits, his crew 
inf. med him that he hadn't received 
the checkered flag, so he pushed it out 
of the pits and about 30 yards to the fin- 
ish line to finish third in the race and 
still first in the 500cc class. Jerry 
Winters on a Harley recovered from a 
turn 9 tangle with Dick Kilgroe in the 
heat to take a second in the Open main 
while Dick came back to get third in the 
500cc class. 

The heavyweight Production class 
again proved that on the long straight, 
cubes count as Jim Leineweber from 
Chicago on a Tritimph battled it out with 
Dave Damron and Jim really had to wash 
that 650 to keep ahead of Dave’s 250. 
Jim took the Open win while Dick Kil- 
gore’s Honda gave him a first in the 
500cc class. While Byron Black couldn't 
reach the top three in the 350cc GP 
class, he zapped the 350cc Production 
to take home a Kawasaki first. The 
250cc Production provided Dave Damron 
with his fourth win of the day, bringing 
glory for him, Team Ocelot and Suzuki. 

The lone sidecar entry of Reg Prid- 
more and Ernie Caesar made one real- 
ize why their competition has been 
frightened off as they negotiated the 
course on this very fast and finely 
prepared kneeler. 

Saving the best till the last, the 250cc 
GP proved to be the race to wait for as 
Buddy Parriottand Andy Lascoutx battled 
fiercely with Fumio Ito right behind 
them in third place; but, as usual, the 
250ec race takes its toll with both Buddy 
and Andy Lascoutx dropping out while 
Art Baumann on a Yamaha worked his 
way through the pack and took over the 
lead for the checkered flag, with Το 
second and Dave Smith third for a Ya- 
maha sweep. 

All in all, it was a fine day for racing, 
and with rider cooperation, the 100- 
plus machines were run and the trophies 
given away before the winter darkness 
set in. This is an example of the ACA 
scoring team which other organizations 
would do well to emulate, to'be able to 
give the trophies away immediately fol- 
lowing the race.

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DECEMBER MEETING OF 


DISTRICT 37 SPORTS COMMITTEE

A new rule affecting desert events was 
passed at the December District 37 
Sports Committee meeting. Forty-four 
clubs answered roll call and District 
riding cards were passed out to the 
representatives present for their mem- 
bers. Last year thousands of applica- 
tions were picked up at the meeting and 
never found their way to the clubs or 
Shops so this year steps were taken to 
prevent this, 

The new rule which passed 44-16 after 
much discussion is that from events 
starting January 1968 a rider will re- 
ceive his points from his top twenty 
rides for the year. 

Another rule change attempt was de- 
feated 27-31 after two roll call votes 
were taken for accuracy. This would 
have put enduro points back into the 
regular desert points system. In both 
votes scrambles clubs abstained from 
voting as this was a purely desert rider 
matter. 

Earl Flanders was asked to speak and 
clarify the Competition Congress which 
will meet in Columbus in January 1968, 
Each club in our District will get one 
vote for the man who will represent us. 
It was pointed out that the road riding 
clubs will also be eligible to vote as this 
concerns all A.M.A. clubs, not just the 
ones who belong to District 37 Sport 
Committee, Jack Ross(Greyhounds) with 
Bulgarin (Sinners) seconding made a 
motion that the District send our Presi- 
dent, Ron Sloan, to the meeting but this 
motion was tabled until the January 
meeting. When asked if the man elected 
to attend the Columbus meeting as our 
representative would have to pay his own 
way, Flanders replied that he would un- 
less the District itself voted to pay his 
expenses, 


Al Vanderpool Benefit 


Don Benson (San Gabriel) spoke ona 
back-to-back hare scrambles with the 
Southern California M,C., with all bene- 
fits going to the family of the late Al 
Vanderpool, This would be held on Janu- 
ary 7th the first Open Sunday in the 
year, and would be à point run. Benson 
then made this a motion with Hinshaw 
(Buzzards) seconding that this be al- 
lowed. It passed overwhelmingly. 

Don Kemp (Dirt Diggers) also spoke 
about their trophy presentation for the 
Corriganville Grand Prix, Friday, De- 
cember 8th where they will have a raffle 
for various items with benefits going to 
*'Cactus" Willie Taylor of the Dyna- 
mites who was seriously injured while 
laying out their last club run, andalso to 
the Vanderpool family. 

The large coming year event board 
was in place all meeting and by the time 
the meeting was adjourned the following 
championships were awarded. 

Enduro 160 miles; Riverside Bombers 
M.C. Pacific Southwest Championship: 
Hare and Hound to the San Gabriel M,C., 
Hare Scrambles to the Sidehack Associa- 
tion, State Championship Hare Scrambles 
to the Buzzards M,C., the Hare and Hound 
to the Shamrocks M.C, The District 37 
Hare Scrambles awarded to the Foothill 
Hawks M.C, and the Hare and Hound to 
the Southern California M,C, The District 
37 Scrambles Championship went to the 
Lightweights M.C,, uncontested. 

Other items discussed were number 
plate colors. From now on the same 
colors will be used from year to year 
but a decal will be issued with the new 
numbers to prohibit riders from entering 
on last year’s number. Desert colors 
are: Trail bikes, red with white num- 
bers; others, black with white numbers.
